Dear Sir: 


, The undersigned Commissioners, appointed under chapter 
ll of the Resolves of 1926, desire to bring to the attention of the 
Mayors or the Selectmen of the cities and towns in Massachusetts 
which are to receive, at the expense of the State, a memorial stone 
with bronze tablet suitably inscribed to commemorate the passing 
through the several cities and towns of General Henry Knox with 
the train of artillery for the use of General Washington’s Con- 
tinental Army in the winter of 1775 and 1776, their plan for the 
distribution of the monuments, A copy of the resolve is enclosed 
herewith. These monuments will be granite slabs, approximately 

4 feet high by 2-6 feet wide and 10 inches thick. The State will 
pay for them and for their delivery at the spot to be designated 
by the Mayor or Selectmen of each city and town. 


It is particularly desired that such societies as the 
Sons of the American Revolution, the Sons of the Revolution, the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, the Daughters of the Revo- 
lution, and all veteran organizations of the various wars in each 
community, be notified and allowed to have a part in the dedication 
of the monument. The Commission believes that the monument is in 
such form that the expense of permanent . erection will be slight, 
involving at most a small concrete foundation where the same is 
not set up on a sidewalk or placed where a foundation exists. 
This expense, it will be noted by the terms of the Act, is to be 
borne by the local authorities or patriotic organizations. 


| As to the spot in each city and town where the monument 
is to be erected, the Commission will be glad to have the decision 
of the local authorities. Our principal desire, however, is that 
the monument be placed close to the main traveled highway, so that 
it may be readily seen and read by people passing in automobiles. 
It is the hope of the Commission that tourists and other persons 
passing from town to town may be induced to trace these markers and 
thus eventually reestablish the use of the old Albany and Boston 
Post Road, perhaps under the title of the "General Knox Highway."

As an example of how the monument is to be located in 
places where agreement has practically been reached as to its lo- 
cation, we give the following examples: On the Cambridge Common 
it is to be located by the roadside near the site of the Washington 
Hlm; in the city of Springfield, it is to be placed on the inner 
edge of the sidewalk on State Street on the grounds of the United 
States Arsenal; in West Springfield, it is to be placed in the 
park at the fork of the two main highways, one of which leads to 
Westfield. The Commission will be erateful to have the local 
authoritiés consider locations for the monuments on the plan sug- 
gested by the locations above described. 


2 This year, 1926, is the 150th anniversary of the com- 
pletion of this journey. It would be pleasing to many people if 
these markers can be erected in 1926, You will help us greatly in 
carrying out this plan if you will notify us before July 15th of 
the site where you propose to locate the monument and assure us 
that either the city or town officials, or some patriotic society, 
will have the foundation ready by September 15, 1926.

RESOLVE AUTHORIZING THE ERECTION OF MARKERS BY THE 
SPECIAL UNPAID COMMISSION ESTABLISHED TO ASCERTAIN 
THE ROUTE IN THIS COMMONWEALTH OVER WHICH GEN- 
ERAL HENRY KNOX BROUGHT THE GUNS AND AMMUNITION 
FROM FORT TICONDEROGA TO THE CAMP OF THE COLONIAL 
ARMY AT CAMBRIDGE IN THE YEARS SEVENTEEN HUNDRED 
AND SEVENTY-FIVE AND SEVENTEEN HUNDRED AND SEV- 
ENTY-SIX. 


Resolved, That the special unpaid commission established 
under chapter twenty-nine of the resolves of nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-five, and consisting of the state treasurer, 
state librarian and adjutant general, hereafter to be known 
as the General Knox Commission, is hereby continued, and 
authorized to purchase and supervise the erection of a 
suitable marker in each of the cities and towns on the route 
in this commonwealth over which General Henry Knox 
- brought the guns and ammunition captured at Fort Ticon- 
deroga to General Washington at the camp of the Colonial 
army in Cambridge in the years seventeen hundred and 
seventy-five and seventeen hundred and seventy-six, which 
guns and ammunition were used by General Washington to 
compel the evacuation of the town of Boston by the British 
forces on March seventeenth, seventeen hundred and 
seventy-six. 

Said commission is hereby further authorized to purchase 
and supervise the erection of a suitable marker at or near 
the spot on Dorchester Heights, in that part of Boston called 
South Boston, where certain of these guns were mounted. 

The said commission shall arrange said markers in such 
a manner as to secure a permanent memorial and recognition 
of the one hundred and fiftieth anniversary of said evacuation, 

The cost of erection of each of said markers shall be 
borne by the city or town in which it is located, or may be 
met by private subscription, and when erected each such 
marker shall be cared for, and if damaged or, desizoyed shall 
be repaired or replaced, as the case. guay 
city or town..in.-whieh"it® ‘fs“Tocated.
